A CHURCH LIGHTHOUSE. 


Charleston. 8. C., Ham tne Only On* 


Iu the World. 


The only church in the world so far 
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churches in America, is known as the 
"Westminster abbey of South Caroli- 
na," because within and about its Avails 
BO many distinguished men lie buried, 
including John C. Calhoun. The history 
of the old church Is closely interwoven 
with that of South Carolina, and many 
of the most celebrated events In the 
history of the province are connected 
with it. 


It is one of the sights of Charleston, 


and strangers are always taken to see 
it and shown its graves and. monu- 
ments. 


Tho most remarkable feature of the 


old church, however, is the fact that 
its lofty steeple serves the purpose of 
a lighthouse and is used to guide the 
seafarer and mariner safely into the 
port of Charleston. The use of the stee-

The lawyer demanded the Immediate

Early Strangles "With Poverty 


• came Many Obutaclen and Became 


Governor ot the State of Illinois. 
Extract* From One of HU Latest 
Speeches on Government Owner- 
ship of Monopolies. 
The sudden death of John P. Altgeld, 


former governor of Illinois, at Pcoria 
from an attack of paralysis ends a re- 
markably interesting, active and pic- 
turesque career. He was born in Ger- 
many in 1S47, but was reared on a 
farm in Ohio. When sixteen years of 
age, he entered the Union army and 
carried a musket for six months in the 
campaign around Richmond. 
After- 


ward he taught school in-Ohio. In the 
spring of 18G9, when twenty-one years 
old, he started to seek his fortune in 
tho west. Traveling across southern 
Illinois on foot, with a Hunted amount 
of loose change, but with the same 
quiet, invincible spirit of determina- 
tion to get there that had distinguish- 
ed him since and landed him well up 
on the ladder of fortune, be arrived at 
the Mississippi river opposite St. Louis 
•with undimintshed energy and 15 cents 
in his pocket. 
After paying out 10 


cents of this to'the ferry for carrying 
over himself raid a companion who 
hadn't even thict amount of capital to 
draw on ho spent the other 3 cents for 
a sheet of paper, an envelope and a 
stamp to let his family know of his 
safe arrival, and then, penniless, but 
determined, he tightened his bolt as 
substitute for a square meal and start 
ed on his career. After working for 
awhile in St. Louis bo went to south- 
ern Kansas, which was having a boom. 
Here he was taken sick and in that 
new country was reduced to severe 
straits. Again native grit pulled him 
through, he wiilking 100 miles in his 
bare feet acrossithe open prairie in or- 
der to got north. lie then settled in 
northwestern 
Missouri, 
where 
he 


taught schooliand studied law. 


In 1872 heiwas admitted to the bar. 


His ability and tireless perseverance 
had already Income so well Known 
that he was immediately appointed 
city attorney of Savannah. 
Subse- 


quently eleci.ied state attorney of An- 
drews county, the "pale Dutchman," 
as he was dubbed by the people, soon 
became known as one of the foremost 
lawyers of that part of the state, noted. 
as It was for its jurists—and colonels. 


Feeling the need of a larger field, he 


resigned in, 1875 and went to Chicago, 
where he knew nobody, but where 
push and a capacity for work wore an 
introduction to everybody. 
Ho soon 


built up a large practice, his connec- 
tion with the-Storey will cnso bringing 
him into prominence. Inevitably drift 
ing into politics, for which lie teemed 
to have a natural bent, he served as 
judge of the superior court of Chicago 
from 1SSC to 1891 and as governor of 
Illinois from 1803 to 1SG7. His pardon 
of Fielden. Schwab and N'eebe, known 
as the "llaymarket anarchists," excit- 
ed wide comment. 


compel the payment by the public of 
any-price they choose-to fix for theit 
product on the other hand." 


From those premises he argued in fa- 


vor of tho government ownership o£ 
public utilities and said: 


"We need a change of policy. In- 


stead of being owned the people must 
be the owners; instead of being lambs 
to be shorn they mvibt be masters of 
the fold. Our industries and our great 
public utilities were built with the 
money and the industry and the genius 
of the American people, but they have 
passed out of the hands of the people 
who made them and are now controlled 
by manipulators, controlled by bank- 
ers, bS' brokers, by speculators. 


"These men do not build railroads; 


they do not build factories; they do not 
build cities; they do not create any- 
thing; they simply grab what other 
people have created. As a rule, they 
are more birds of prey, tearing the 
flesh of the iueii and the women who 
work with tl^iir hands, eating the vi- 
tals of the men and women who do the 
work of tho land and who make civili- 
zation possible on this earth. 


"No republic can enduro that remains 


in the clutches of these birds of prey. 
They use government us a convenience 
In the profess of exploitation, extortion 
and robbery. It is among the newly 
made and corrupt rich that we find tho 
spirit of snobbery and tlunkyism that 
apologizes for republican institutions. 
It is the monopolists who demand the 
restriction of free speech and of a free 
press. They not only plunder tho peo- 
ple, but they would rob them of thoir 
liberties. Wipe out pn\:ito monopoly, 
and you will wipe out the corrupt lob- 
bies at the scats of government, you 
will restore the people to power, and 
the government will again become an 
orpine of justice and a bhiold for tho 
protection of the weak."

The late John P. Allgeld had in re- 


cent yoars engaged much in the lec- 
ture field. His latest lecture previous 
to the one delivered at Pcoria on the 
evening of his death was given at Buf- 
falo, his theme being "Shall the Peo- 
ple Own the Monopolies?" He said in 
part: 


"The inventions, the discoveries and 


the progress of the sciences during the 
last century tended to shorten dis- 
tances, to bring the different parts of 
the earth together and made it possi- 
ble for man to not only go quickly 
from one point to another, but they 
made it possible for him to execute his 
will simultaneously in varioxis places. 
They enlarged the field of personal su- 
pervision and activity. 
Out of this 


condition has come an era of consoli- 
dation and concentration. Little things 
are giving way to great things, little 
shops to great shops, little stores to 
great stores, little ships to groat ships, 
little railroads to great railroads, little 
governments to great governments, 
small institutions to great institutions. 
The result of this consolidation in it- 
self should be beneficial. It cheapens 
the cost of production, and in govern- 
ments it should cheapen the cost of 
operation, while in the railway world 
It greatly increases the convenience of 
the public. 


"It is apparent that these conditions 


are permanent, and it is also obvious 
that we would not change them if we 
could. 
We do not want to do away 


with the big ships and go back to the 
little ships, to do away with the big 
stores and go back to the little stores, 
to do away with the great trunk lines 
traversing a continent and go back to 
the little constituent roads that were 
consolidated. 


"These consolidations are beneficial 


to mankind If properly managed, but 
they have completely wiped out com- 
petition In certain fields and establish- 
ed monopolies, and from the very na- 
ture of the case these monopolies will 
be permanent. It Is no longer possible 
to have competition In supplying the 
inhabitants of a city with water or gas 
or electric light or street railway serv- 
ice. 


"It Is also apparent thnt in respect 


to the operation of steam railroads 
there is no longer competition in so fnr 
as the business affects the majority of 
the people, nnd a number of our great 
industries have passed into the con- 
trol of combinations, so that they are 
monopolies thnt can in many cnaesipay 
•Imply what they choose for raw 'ma. I 
terlal and for labor on the ono ildofand

In South Africa, says the Xcw York 
Ilcrald, General Lord Methuen has only 
been occasionally "lieard of, though at 
the outset he was most prominent as 
the commander of the Klniberley relief 
column. When he was put at the bead 
of this force, which consisted chiefly of 
regiments of the guards aud the High- 
land brigade, he was known as an en- 
ergetic, hardworking officer, popular 
both in and out of the army. Social 
standing gave him considerable influ 
ence at the war office. He has shown 
himself to be devoted to bis profession, 
which he has never relinquished for 
other duties connected -v\ith his peer- 
age. Ills personal bravery !s undoubt- 
ed, and he wears a decoration bestowed 
on him by the Emperor William for 
saving a drowning man in Berlin when 
he was military attache there. He had 
been one of Lord Wolseley's officers in 
the Ashanti war and had commanded 
the Mounted rifles In the Bochuarialand 
campaign In 1&S-1-&3. When it came, 
however, to meeting the Boers In ac- 
tion, Methuen fehowed no signs that he 
was aware of any other kind of war- 
fare than the traditional pipeclay field 
da> of Aider-shot, relying upon the Brit- 
ish soldiers' bulldog courage with the 
bayonet to carry him through nil ob 
stacles. Belmont, Gras Pan and Mod 
der Klver battles, all fought v, Ithln a 
week, brought him a certain amount 
of success, though at n terrible loss. II 
was at Modder Klver that Methuen 
first met Delarcy as an opponent aud 
was himself wounded.

"Do you mean to say that Mrs. As- 


tor says that?" asked Samuel L. Clem- 
ens (Mark Twain) when he was seen at 
his home in Hiverdale, N. Y., the other 
afternoon by a reporter of the New 
York Journal. 


"Why, that's a direct personal insult. 


Mrs. 
Astor and I will have a falling 


out over that. I'm afraid. To be told 
to my face, »nd in cold type at that, 
that I am no gentleman! And all be- 
cause I Avasn't fortunate enough to 
have a rich father to send me to col- 
lege! It'n too bad, too bad! It's enough 
to take the heart out of a man aud 
make him scorn the world. But, then, 
there is one ray of hope. If it was not 
for that, I should be tempted to leave 
this rude world. 


"Perhaps Mrs. Astor, -nhen she uses 


the word 'gentleman,' doesn't have the 
tame meaning in view that we other 
rude people have. She probably means 
a leader of cotillons, a spic and span 
dandy, who knows enough to observe 
the ordinary rules of politeness when 
he is on parade and who has a valet at 
home to tell him what clothes are prop- 
er to wear. 


".No, no; I cftn't believe that she could 


1)0 so cruel and cold blooded as to rob 
mo of the only hope that is left me— 
that I am a gentleman. She roust hove 
meant something else than 'gentleman' 
as we use it. A gentleman, a kindly, 
courteous, unselfish man, who thinks 
first not of himself, but of his fellow 
man, 
that Is what a gentleman is, not 


one of these society 'chappies' who in 
reality is one of the most selfish men 
on earth. 


"Why, Mrs. Astor can't mean that 


Andrew Carnegie is no gentleman. lie 
may be too pushing or too shy and 
stand around silently in corners, not 
knowing what to say or what to do. 
Hut what docs that show? 
It only 


means that he is not an adept at hy- 
pocrisy. It doesn't detract from the 
true worth or the kindly, courteous 
nature of the man. 


"Abraham Lincoln didn't have a col- 


lege education, yet ho was known for 
his kindly, courtly ways and his abso- 
lute unselfishness. 
He was always 


ready and willing to sacrifice his mon- 
ey and his time as well as his own 
coincidence to help a woman or a 
child. He may have been rough nnd 
coarse in his talk and actions, and per- 
haps he wouldn't have graced Mrs. As- 
tor's drawing room, but he was a true 
gentleman for nil of that. 


"Oh, you can pick out any number of 


them you want. 
Take tho men of 


prominence in the United States today 
and pick out the true gentlemen. I'll 
venture thut nine out of ten of them 
never had a high bchool education, lei 
alone n college education. 


"Why, tin- llnest gentleman I ever 


knew was an old California miner who 
could hardly write his own name. He 
•u as a fortj nlner. and he and his part- 
ner had struck it rich in the early days 
The old man had neither chick nor 
child, and he had worked hard all hi?

Are A ITU}- Behind tbe Time*. 


The wiTe of Sol Berliner of New York 


city, now consul at Tenerife, Canary 
slands, has written a letter to a friend 
in Washington in which she vigorously 
roasts" the people among whom her 
husband's lot Is cast, English as well 
as Spanish, says the New York Times. 
Her letter Is in part as follows: 


"Think of it, I have been away from 


home over two months and have had 
only one letter! 
You can't imagine 


how it feels to get mail here. You see, 
it brings you in touch with people of 
your own race on an equality with you 
—in short, with civilization itself. Not 
that these people are savages, but that 
they are living two centuries behind the 
times, and as for the English people 
here, well, I would rather be with the 
natives than with them. 
They come 


here the most untidy people I ever saw, 
make their living and pile up a little 
out of these people, abuse them and 
then go to England. 
They are very 


much disliked here. When a Spaniard 
speaks of 'los Ingleses,' it is with con- 
tempt. 


"Now let me tell you of our Spanish 


beauties. They have coffee or choco- 
late in bed at 8 o'clock and, having 
nothing better to do, lie there until time 
to dress for what they call 11 o'clock 
breakfast, but it is really a dinner, for 
they have soup, fish, meats, vegetables, 
desserts, fruits, etc. Then they plrij 
the piano or curl their hair until even- 
ing, when they dress aud powder their 
faces until they look whitewashed. 
Then they bit by the window or balco- 
ny, waiting to be admired or waiting 
for their 'noblos' (sweethearts), who 
must not come into the house until the 
engagement, but who stand outside 
night after night, as If holding up the 
side of the house. They do not work 
and never take any exercise. And 
where is their beauty? The most home- 
ly American girl is as pretty as the 
most beautiful Spaniard. There may 
be a few pretty girls here, but they 
are rare. Fancy girls who take no ex- 
ercise and whose minds ate not devel- 
oped beyond mubic and dress and who, 
although they are by nature deathly 
pale, insist upon putting powder by the 
pound on their faces, old and young 
just the same! And, besides, they all 
try to imitate the saintly look. 


"The school system here !s deplora- 


ble, 
and I thought I could do some 


good, but I am nn American and must 
only look on. 1 am trying to cultivate 
the friendship of the civil governor and 
Induce him to do something and have 
worked matters so far as to speak fear- 
lessly to him and to tell him that So 
per cent of his people can neither write 
nor read and make him understand 
that in few countries besides Spain can 
such conditions be found and how dot- 
i mental it is for the country. He is 
ntclligenb and admitted that I was 
ight. 
" 'But,' he said, 'they know no better, 


ind it is perhaps better to keep them 
n ignorance and contentment than to 
each them a little and make them only 
rave for more.' I told him if it came 
o that point and the people craved For 
.lore, perhaps for a higher education 
n colleges which the country could not 
ifford, 
then the people themselves 


vould soon find a way to support thcii 
own schools as soon as they were madr 
o feel the importance of it. But tht 
rouble all lies with politics. The civil 
governors know they may be here foi 
the length of time their party has con 
trol, but the parties often exchange- 
places. Tor instance, the last go\ernoi 
came with his entire family from Mad- 
rid and was here but six weeks when 
the party of the present governor took 
the lead, and he was recalled. So the? 
simply try to make all the money thej 
can while here and do not interest 
themselves more than necessary."
